Response to Amendments 

Claims 1, 5, 23 have been amended. 
Claims 2-3, 10-22 and 29-40 have been canceled. 
Claims 1, 4-9 and 23-28 are pending. 

Claims 1. 4-9 and 23-28 are allowed . 
Response to Arguments 

I. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks pages 2-3 filed 8/3/2009) with respect to claims 1 
and 23 have been fully considered and arc persuasive. The rejections of the pending claims have 
therefore been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

II. This communication warrants no Examiner's reason for allowance, as Applicant's reply 
makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 
CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of Applicant's comments in the Remarks filed on 
8/3/2009 with respect to the claimed limitations of "the first plurality of glyphs located on a first 
plurality of physical keys, the second plurality of glyphs located on a second plurality of surfaces 
of the plurality of physical keys, the second plurality of surfaces located beneath the first 
plurality of surfaces of the plurality of physical keys, wherein the first plurality of glyphs and the 
first plurality of surfaces are semi-transparent or semi-translucent with respect to the one or more 
light sources located beneath the plurality of physical keys" sufficiently present the reasons 
claims are patentable over the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or suggest lower

and upper surfaces of keys wherein one surface of the key is semi-transparent or semi-translucent 
to a light source located beneath both surfaces of the keys (see Figure 12 of Applicant's 
Drawings). Thus, the reason for allowance is in all probability evident from the record and no 
statement of an Examiner's reason for allowance is necessary (see MPEP 13202.14).
